Basel  Cewatj  Teacher 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion.  held  in  this  village  last  week,  was 
quite  a  notable  end  extremely  pleaeent 
aeent  in  our  educational  history.  Tbe 
people  of  Bloomfield  responded  heartily 
by  a  large  and  appreciative  attendance  at 
tbe  opening  lectnre  by  Sec'y  Northrop, 
given  on  Friday  eveniog  in  the  Preaby 
terian  church.  Tbe  addreea,  on  Educe 
tioo  Abroad,  was  pronounced  by  many 
who  heard  it  ae  being  one  of  the  moet 
instructive  they  ever  listened  to. 

At  ten  o’clock  on  Saturday  morning 
tla  teachers  from  sll  psrts  of  tbe  Coun¬ 
ty  met  in  the  Central  School  building, 
there  being  about  150  prveeat.  besides  a 
fair  representation  of  Bloomfield  people 
whoee  interest  in  educational  matters  led 
them  to  scoept  the  invitation  to  attend, 
offered  them  by  the  Eiecutive  Commit¬ 
tee.  Mr.  J  H  Root,  Preeident  of  the 
Association,  to  whoee  energy  and  good 
taste  in  arranging  for  the  exeroises  much 
praise  is  due,  called  the  meeting  to 
order.  A  passage  of  Scripture  was  read 
and  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  A.  C. 
Friseell.  Mr.  M.  W.  Dodd,  Secretary 
of  the  District  Board  of  Trustees,  then 
made  a  abort  address,  expressing  grati¬ 
fication  that  so  large  s  number  of  school 
workers  were  preseut,  and  bidding  them 
a  hearty  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  town 
of  Bloomfield. 

Secretary  Northrop  then  addressed 
the  Association  on  “School  Incentives.” 
giving  his  views  respecting  tbe  best 
methods  of  stimnlsting  the  minds  of 
scholars.  He  considered  that  success  de¬ 
pended  largely  upon  the  teacher's  ability 
te  mould  tbe  character  of  the  pnpil.  The 
aim  should  be  to  energize  the  will.  His¬ 
tory  showed  that  those  who  attained  em¬ 
inence  were  men  of  determination,  and 
this  energy  of  the  will  should  be  tbe 
surliest  aim  of  the  teacher.  Corporal 
punishment,  as  an  incentive,  was  dis¬ 
couraged,  except  in  extreme  cases.  He 
thought  that  where  it  was  allowed,  it 
was  too  often  used  to  exoeas.  Teachers 
were  advised  never  to  use  the  rod  until 
all  other  meesureo  had  failed.  It  should 
neve.'  be  used  indiscreetly,  or  in  pasaioD. 
Various  illustrations,  introduced  by  the 
speaker,  to  ridicule  tbe  indiscretions  of 
some  teachers  in  ioflicting  punishment, 
were  intensely  humorous.  He  held  that 
scholars  needed  to  be  encouraged  sod 
praised  rather  than  excessively  reproved 
tor  tbeir  faults.  Especially  should  tbe 
backward  be  encouraged.  Teachers 
ware  apt  to  bestow  toOvmnoh  praise  np- 
i  on  their  bright  scholars.  The  confession 
of  faults  was  to  be  fostered,  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  that  “a  wrong  confessed  is  half  re¬ 
dressed.”  On  the  question  of  suspend¬ 
ing  boys  from  school,  he  said,  “don’t  do 
it  until  kindness  has  failed,  dive  the 
rough  boy  a  chance.  Treat  him  kindly, 
encourage  him,  watch  for  some  good 
trait  in  hie  heart,  whereby  you  can  take 
advantage  and  win  him  ovar.!’  The  en¬ 
couragement  of  eel  (  respect  in  pupils 
through  a  regard  for  cleanliness  and  per¬ 
sonal  pride  and  neatness  was  regarded 
ae  a  powerful  educational  incentive. 
‘•Seek  ta  cultivate  a  taste  for  tne  good 
and  beautiful  in  art  and  nature.''  Char- 
aoter,  he  thought,  was  formed  more  bT 
feeling  than  by  thinking.  Europaan 
schools  excel  ours  in  politeness.  But 
by  this  he  did  not  wish  to  be  understood 
as  inculcating  the  mere  art  of  pleasing, 
which  was  deception.  “To  give  pleasure, 
to  forget  oneself  and  maka  others  around 
him  happy  is  high  and  annobling."  Mr. 
Northrop  held  that  the  natural  desire  for 
knowledge  in  children  ought  to  be  stim¬ 
ulated  and  encouraged  to  the  ntmoet. 
He  favored  exciting  curiosity  in  the 
young  mind,  and  had  no  sympathy  with 
tbe  idee  of  the  murder  of  innocents  by 
ever-study.  The  mischief  came  from 
preeaaturely  making  gentlemen  and  la¬ 
dies  of  little  boys  and  girls,  by  late 
hours,  amusements  and  indulgsncea  be¬ 
yond  their  age.  He  also  recommended 
as  an  inoentive,  a  cultivation  of  the  love 
of  parents  and  of  country.  Iu  Ibis  Cen¬ 
tennial  year  wa  ought  to  develop  this 
feeling  of  patriotism.  But  highest  of 
sll.  •  love  of  truth  should  be  encourag¬ 
ed,  without  which  the  foundatiou  of 
knowledge  is  lacking.  Give  s  child  the 
beet  opportunities  possible  to  profit  by 
your  own  example  of  morality  and 
Christianity. 

Following  this  axoellant  address  by  Sec¬ 
retary  Northrop,  the  leading  points  of 
which  we  have  given,  came  an  address 
on  Declamation  and  Gealura.by  Mr.  J.  T. 
Clark  of  South  Orange,  which  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  mush  favor.

an  interest  in  having  their  schools  sod 
clseees  represented  in  the  Educational 
Department.  He  gave  the  opinion  that 
Massachusetts  would  probably  make  the 
beet  exhibit,  and  that  New  Jersey  would 
be  able  to  occupy  the  second  or  third 
position. 

Mae  Whipple,  who  has  charge  of  the 
first  class  in  the  Grammar  Department 
of  the  Central  School,  introduced  a  mu 
sieal  exercise  by  her  class,  numbering 
about  forty  sc  ho  lam.  It  consisted  of 
questions  by  the  instructor,  recitative 
answers  and  singing,  ell  of  which  show¬ 
ed  efficient  training  and  the  development 
of  considerable  musical  talent 

Another  class  exercise  was  given  un¬ 
der  charge  of  Miss  Hulin,  of  tbe  5th 
Class.  The  object  arms  to  exhibit  a  meth¬ 
od  of  teaching  arithmetic  to  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  children  simultaneously.  Tbe 
class  brought  before  the  Association  num¬ 
bered  about  70.  Each  scholar  had  a 
card  covered  with  figures,  so  arranged 
that  they  can  be  used  for  adding,  multi¬ 
plying.  dividing,  etc.  By  numbering 
the  class  in  sections,  nearly  every  b^y  or 
girl  can  have  a  different  example, 
thus  obliging  each  to  work  indepen  lent- 
ly.  The  advantage  of  the  system  was 
apparent,  while  the  children,  some  of 
whom  were  from  the  Primary  Depart¬ 
ment,  made  a  very  creditable  exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The  concluding  exercise,  which  might 
well  be  termed  the  dessert  of  the  enter¬ 
tainment,  was  the  elocutionary  melange 
contributed  by  Prof.  O.  H.  Fethers. 
Tbe  audience  were  thoroagbly  ceptivat 
ed  by  this  gentleman's  reading.  His 
natural  gifta,  together  with  bis  cultured 
versatility  as  a  reader  and  delineator  of 
character  would  seem  to  entitle  him  to 
the  front  rauk  in  his  profession.  His 
selections,  which  included  exquisitely 
humorous  and  exceedingly  touching  ex* 
tracts  from  Loogfellow,  Dickens,  Saxe 
and  other  writers,  occupied  an  hour.  8o 
favorable  au  impression  was  created  that 
a  hope  exists  among  those  residents  who 
ere  so  fortunate  as  to  be  present  that 
Prof.  Fethers  will  be  invited  to  read  for 
us  again  before  a  larger  audienoe.

Fighting  Reed  Board  Assessments. 

In  pursuance  of  a  notice  published  in 
this  paper  last  week,  a  considerable  gath¬ 
ering  of  interested  property  holders  met 
in  Friendship  Hall  on  Monday  evening 
last  to  consider  the  latest  revised  assess¬ 
ment  by  the  Road  Boaad  Commissioners 
for  benefits  on  Bloomfield  avenue. 

Mr.  Joseph  K.  Oakes  was  appointed 
Chairman,  and  Mr.  A.  8.  Taylor,  Secre¬ 
tary.  The  meeting  was  spirited,  and 
much  indignation  was  expressed  at  the 
manner  in  which  assessments  had  been 
made,  they  beiDg  so  unequal  and  unjust. 
It  was  manifeet  that  it  was  the  wish  of 
tbe  meeting  that  the  Essex  Public  Rosd 
Board  be  abolished.  It  was  finally  agreed 
to  commence  legal  proceedings  to  set 
aside  the  assessments  by  which  tbeir 
lands  are  affected,  which  protest  will  be 
presented  to  the  Essex  Public  Road 
Board  on  the  14th  inst.,  by  Counsel. 

A  petition  is  now  in  circulation  in 
whioh  signers  consent  to  contribute  three 
per  cent,  npon  their  assessments  for  ex¬ 
penses  that  may  l>e  incurred  in  defend¬ 
ing  and  maintaining  tbeir  position. 


•‘That Sidewalk  Complaint.'* 

Mb  Editor  : 

I  do  not  wondtr  that  “one  of  the 
many  sufferers”  complains  of  the  side¬ 
walk  in  question.  It  certainly  is  in  i 
bad  condition.  But  just  why  this  aids 
walk  should  be  singled  out  tor  attack  is 
not  so  clear,  when  nearly  the  whole  town 
is  defaced  with  patches  of  the  same  sort. 
In  the  Immediate  vicinity  of  the  afore¬ 
said  walk  are  others,  no  better  certainly, 
and  which  have  annoyed  pedestrians  very 
much  for  successive  years.  Parts  of 
Franklin  street  nearly  opposite  the 
church,  and  from  Montgomery  street  to 
Race  at.,  as  well  as  above,  toward  the 
Green,  have  also  been,  and  are,  in  a 
pitiable  condition.  Just  how  long,  per 
haps  the  oldest  inhabitant  might  inform 
your  readers,  for  oertaioly  srncs  your 
correspondent  has  resided  here,  no  ef¬ 
fort  has  been  made  to  improve  their  oon 
dition.  Other  localities  might  be  men¬ 
tioned.  but  these  being  so  nearly  related 
to  the  one  oomplained  of,  will  suffice. 
Now  “Is  there  no  way  of  compelling, " 
the  owners  of  the  property  facing  on 
t  hese  neglected  places  “to  pat  their  whole 
extent  of  sidewalk  in  at  least  tolerable 
walking  condition  ?”  “They  might, 
surely.”  Ac.  Had  we  not  better  com¬ 
plain  to  the  Town  Committee  of  them, 
and  “see  if  they  will  not  /io fend  those 
who  are  obliged  to  submit,”  Ac.  Now, 
friend  Rxcoao,  I  am  not  complaining  of 
the  complaint  in  question,  only  let  us 
hava  a  fire  all  aloDg  the  line.  Wholesale 
dealer*  let  us  be.  Seriously,  what  can  be 
done  in  such  cases  under  present  circum¬ 
stances,  as  you  jnatly  remark  ?  Not  very 
long  ago  we  uudertook  to  improve  our 
property  by  putting  up  a  fence  enclosing 
the  same,  and  grading  and  puttiug  our 
aids  walk  iu  good  shape,  and  felicitated 
ourselves  that  ws  had  made  a  good  job 
of  it  It  was  only  finished  a  abort  time, 
when  somebody  undertook  to  t'mjwcre 
the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  neighbor 
hood  by  lowering  the  street  enough  to 
completely  npset  our  sidewalk  arrange¬ 
ments,  and  cuttiug  down  the  walk  to 
oorreepond,  which  accounts  for  tbe  mud 
and  “steep  and  dangerous  descent.” 
They  also  made  us  a  present  of  large  wa¬ 
ter  privileges,  in  a  shape  of  a  pool  com¬ 
pletely  submerging  tbe  crosswalk,  but 
not  deep  snongh  for  legitimate  baptist 
purposes.  Through  this  pend  many  of 
our  people  have  to  wade  to  church  iu 
stormy  weather.  This  must  sooner  or 
later,  probably  later  then  most  of  us  with, 
be  again  improved,  and  until  such  im¬ 
provement  is  definitely  fixed  upon  as  to 
grade,  Ac.,  we  do  not  feel  like  throwing 
away  any  more  money  on  the  sidewalk 
experiment  business.  While  calling 
your  attention  to  the  above,  we  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  allay  the  feavs  of  your  corres¬ 
pondent  by  ordering  the  “Urge  pile  of 
ashes”  appropriated  as  suggested  and 
will  conclude  with  this  hint  to  all  who 
are  in  a  suffering  condition.  4hat  a  note 
to  the  trustees  would  have  been  quite  aa 
effective  as  a  pub  ho  newspaper  com¬ 
plaint.

The  Ladies'  Union  Association.

It  is  intend¬ 
ed  to  have  these  women  and  their  daugh¬ 
ters  meet  together  in  the  ajoon  on  Tues¬ 
day  and  Thursday  afternoons  from  2  un¬ 
til  5  o'clock,  to  be  taught  to  cut  gar¬ 
ments  for  themselves  and  families  ;  and 
to  be  encouraged  and  rewarded  by  re¬ 
ceiving  articles  thus  made,  according  to 
their  industry,  activity  and  punctuality. 

A  part  of  the  time  when  thus  together 
will  be  devoted  to  religious  instruction 
and  other  Christian  duties. 

The  objoct  is  not  indiscriminate 
charity  ;  it  ia  to  help  these  persons  to 
help  themselves.  With  the  temporal  re¬ 
lief  of  those  who  are  not  willing  to  help 
themselves  the  Association  has  nothing  to 
do.* 

Bat  there  are  others,  (who,  however 
grilling,  are  disabled  by  sickness  or  oth¬ 
erwise.  A  number  of  applications  from 
such  have  already  been  received  but 
there  ia  no  money  iu  the  treasury  for 
this  purpose.  If  any  desire  to  aid  these 
persona  and  will  send  word  the  Dames 
will  be  sent  to  them  ;  or,  if  preferred, 
the  Association  will  itself  be  tire  almon¬ 
er  of  their  bounty. 

A  list  of  women  wishing  employment 
will  be  kept,  whioh  may  prove  of  assist¬ 
ance  to  those  seeking  seamstresses, 
laundresses,  house-cleaners,  Ao. 

In  order  tocarry  oat  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  material  for  work  must  be  pro  - 
vided  ;  and  this  can  be  done  only  as 
contributions  of  money  or  of  second¬

Electing  a  Sheriff. 

On  next  Tuesday  the  Special  Election 
for  Sheriff  will  be  held  throughout  this 
County.  Tbe  Democrats  have  nominat¬ 
ed  Mr.  WilliaaxH.  Brown,  ex-chief  En¬ 
gineer  of  tbs  Newark  Fire  Department. 
The  Republican  candidate  is  Mr.  John 
D.  Harrison.  Both  are  gentlemen  of 
unimpeached  character  and  standing  in 
the  community.  Mr.  Brown  has  a  good 
record  as  a  brave  and  efficient  fireman. 
Of  Mr.  Harrison,  his  friends  claims  th  at 
ha  is  peculiarly  fitted,  from  bosiaess  ex¬ 
perience,  integrity  and  executive  ability, 
to  fill  the  offico  of  Sheriff  These  are 
really  qualifications  whioh  ought  not  to 
be  overlooked  by  voters  in  making 
their  ehoioe.  Tha  Sheriff's  duties  involve 
considerable  responsibility  even  in  tbe 
ordinary  routine,  while  emergencies  may 
and  often  do  arise  whioh  demand  from 
this  official  the  keenest  sagacity  and 
calmest  judgment.  Citiaens  should  not, 
therefore,  underrate  tbe  import  an  oe  of 
this  special  election. 
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Our  town  was  startled  on  Monday  by 
tb*  shocking  announcement  that  Mr. 
Theodore  Wbarry,  who  resided  on  the 
Old  Road  to  Newark,  near  Weaver  ave¬ 
nue,  had  committed  suicide  by  shooting 
himself  with  a  musket.  The  only  cause 
that  can  be  attributed  for  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  the  act  is  discouragement  and 
dispoodvney,  resulting  from  long  contin¬ 
ued  ill-health.  He  was  unmurried,  about 
fifty-five  years  of  age,  and  lived  with  his 
brother  and  sister  in  confortable  circum¬ 
stances.  His  relatives  had  no  mistrust 
of  bis  dreadful  intention.  Daring  the 
niorniDg*  Miss  Wbarry,  who  was  house¬ 
keeper,  went  to  Newark,  receiving  an 
affectionate  good-bye  from  her  brother, 
but  little  dreaming  that  she  would  never 
see  Trim  alive  again.  About  10  o'clock 
Mr.  Horatio  W harry  came  to  the  vil¬ 
lage  to  procure  family  supplies,  and  up¬ 
on  his  retoru  an  hour  afterward  was 
shocked  and  grieved  to  And  that  Theo¬ 
dore  had  taken  a  musket,  gone  into  the 
oellar  and  there  shot  himself.  Tha  v 
pon  and  a  piece  of  iron  which  had  doubt- 
lesa  been  used  to  strike  the  hammer, 
wars  found.  Ha  had  apparently  placed 
the  muzzle  of  the  guu  t <y  his  head,  the 
result  of  tha  discharge  being  instant 
death,  crushing  ia  the  skull,  the  body 
and  remains  presenting  a  terrible 
sight.  An  inquest  was  held  by  CoroDer 
Osborne  on  the  afternoon  of  tbe  occur¬ 
rence.  It  came  out  daring  the  inquest 
that  tbe  deceased  was  in  poor  health, 
and  lately  showed  signs  ef  softening  of 
the  brain.  The  jury  decided  that  he 
came  to  his  death  “from  a  gunshot 
wound  at  his  own  hand,  while  tempo¬ 
rarily  insane.”
